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Trial. 


The conviction of the American 
woman, Mrs. Maybrick, in Eng- 
land forthe murder of her hus- 
band, has attracted a great dea) of 
attention and caus d much criti- 
cism in this country. The point of 
the criticism is that the Judge be- 
fore whom the case was tried dis- 
cussed the evidence and argue‘! 
from it that she was guilty. Even 
had she been innocent, under such 
a judicial oration as that made by 
the Judge, probably sbe would 
have been convicted. In his charge 
be went much further than judges 
would be permitted to go in most 
of the courts in thiscountry, The 
English judicial customs have 
been greatly modified here. In 
most of the new States the Judge 
is not permitted to discuss the 
evidence, That is for the jury 
alone. In an editorial discussion 
of the above trial, the San Fran- 
cisco Bulletin says: In this country 
a charge from the Bench which 
goes to the extent which Judge 
Stephens went in the case of Mrs. 
Maybrick would be considered an 
abuse of the judicial functions. In 
California the Judge is not allowed, 
either in acivil or criminal case, 
to discuss the evidence before a 
jurv. He states, merely,the law 
bearing on the case. But if he 
thiuks the jury has gone wrong he 
can grant a new trial. 

It is reported that a petition has 
been signed by 100,000 p>rsons in 
England asking that the woman 
may be exempted from capita! 
punishment. This petition bas 
been signed by the American Min- 
ister. An American iusurance 
company had insured the life ot 
the husband of Mrs. Maybrick fo:

Certainly there is no occa- 
sion for hysterics, either in praise 
or blame. The killing was not the 
cowardly and unprovoked murder 
of an unarmed man, as Mrs. Terry 
would have us believe it was. 
Judge Terry was the aggressor. 
It was his conduct and that of his 
wife that furnished the octasion 
for the presence of the body guar« 
whose bullets sped with so swift 
and deadly anaim. Justice Field 
and: Deputy Marshal Neagle were 
not hunting a fight. All they 
asked was to be let alone. 

On the other hand it is too much 
to say that the Marshal did noth- 
ing more than his duty as an offi- 
cer. If Terry was aggressive Nea- 
gle showed a readiness to meet 
him more than half way. A slap 
in the face is an insult that is al- 
ways resented by the person who 
suffers it, but the law does not au- 
thorize a bystander to avenge it by 
the summary infliction of the death 
penalty.
